Stoppage Called As 
WLB Refuses O.K. 
On Settlement 


East Liverpool’s public transportation system was at a 
full standstill today, halted overnight by a work stoppage 
called suddenly by bus operators in both this community aud 
Steubenville. 
E. L. Benns, president of Division 52 of the Amalgamated 
Association of Street, Electric Railway and Motor Coach E m ­ 
ployes of America, an A. F. of L. affiliate which represents 
the local drivers, said the stoppage is a result of the drivers 
dissatisfaction with the W L B ’s handling of wage and working 
condition negotiations which have been under way since last 
July. 
The drivers met last night after completing the (lay's runs. Mr. 
Bemis said, and voted an immediate work stoppage both here and In 
Steubenville. 
Valley Motor Transit Co. officials said they received 
word this morning of the union's action. 
The immediate cause of the walkout, according to information 
from both the union and the company, is a letter received Monday by 
the company and the drivers’ officials which ordered a review of an 
arbitrator's award made last November. 
The WLB office said it 
had found the award unsatisfactory in several details and asked a 
review by the arbitrator and revision of the provisions within IO days. 
The whole controversy extends hack over several years and is 
complicated by a number of intermittent developments. Basically how­ 
ever. union officials both here and in Steubenville said that present 
hourly rates for drivers and the absence of overtime pay are the prin­ 
cipal points at issue. It is these points which have been in arbitration 
for months. 
“We have been working for three years at the same hourly 
rate,” one union official commented. “In the meantime, the cost of 
living has risen steadily. We have tried to settle our grievances 
an orderly manner, but have been disappointed with the outcome.

France to participate in the po­ 
litical decisions of the Yalta con­ 
ference.
